OPEKA (Kan) May 1.—The Pres- 
dent made two addresses in Topeka 
tonight, one at the Inying of the 
cornerstone for the new Railroad 
Young Men's Christian Association 
huilding. and the other at the Audito- 
rium before the International Conven- 
tion of the Young Men's Christian As- 
sociation. Both addresses were heard 
by immense crowds of people, and were 
received with the greatest enthusiasm. 
After laying the cornerstone for the 


Raftroad Young Men's Christian Asso- 


clation building, the President was 
conducted to thé residence of .Gov. 
Bailey, where he was entertained at 
dinner. His last address was given at 


9:20 o'clock. The crowd was very 
large, but #0 ex the ice | 
Nyeguietions that there little no 


congestion. 

The work of puttiriz up decorations 
began early today. Flags were dis- 
played in great numbers on the store 
fronts. The entrances to bulldings 
were draped with red, white and blue 
bunting. Many private residences put 
out flags and other decorations in 
honor of the visit. The Harvard colors 
could be seen In many places, along 
with the red, white and blue. 

Fivery precaution was taken to pre- 
vent delay or accident to the Pres!- 
dent's party in Topeka. H. U. Mudge, 
general manager of the Santa Fé, or- 
dered that no trains around the depot 
be moved while the exercises at the 
laying of the cornerstone were in 
progress. 

The President's train arrived in To- 
peka an hour late. Over 12,000 people 
assembled at the site of the new Y.M. 
C. A. building to welcome him. The 
day only served to add to the crowd. 
At 6:50 o'clock p.m. the booming of 
cannon announced the arrival of the 
President's train north of the river. 
Soon afterward the train was switched 
from the Union Pacific to the Santa 
Fé tracks and run down to the new 
building. Escorted by a local cavalry 
company and a squad of mounted po- 
lice, the President was conducted to a 
platform. He made a short address, 
and then laid the cornerstone. 3 
General Manager Mudge presided at 
the exercises. He presented the Presi- 
dent with a silver trowel, which had 
peen contributed by the road, and with 
this the President placed the mortar in 
position. 

The opening prayer was made by the 
Rev. H. H. Gregg of St. Lofttis. In 
his address the President expypressed 
his pleasure at being in “the geographi- 


cal center of the’ United States.” He 
congratulated the delegates to the 
Young Men's Christian Association 


convention that they had to come to 
Kansas for their great meeting, and 
said he hoped their meeting would be 
the most profitable ‘ever held. The 
President characterized the Railroad 
V. M., A., as one of the most tent 
agencies for good in the country, in 
that it tended to make better men of 
the railroad employés, on yhom 80 
much depended. 

The ceremonies occupied twenty min- 
utes. Then the President and, his 
party were escorted to their carriages 
and driven rapidly to the Copeland 
Hotel. Fourteen carriage were in the 
procession. Companies of the Kansas 
National Guard acted as guards. A 
number of the party stopped at the 
Copeland. where they were entertained 
at dinner by the T. M. C. A. The Presi- 
dent was taken to the residence of 
Governor Bailey where he was enter- 
tained at dinner. As the party pass- 
ed, a nunfber of old soldiers, who were 
drawn up on the east entrance of 
the building. saluted the President. 
The President saluted with dignity. 
This was arranged by Department 
Commander Loomis. 

Those present at the Governor's din- 
ner were as follows: The President, 
Secretary Root, Assistant Secretary 
Barnett, Surgeon-General Rixey, Dr. 
Butier, Judge W. Shook of the Fed- 
eral bench, Chief Justice Johnson of 
the Kansas Supreme bench, Morton 
Albaugh, Senator J. R. Burton, Sena- 
tor Chester I. Lone.

IN KANSAS CITIES. 


RECEPTION ENTHUSIASTIC. 
[BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M} 

KANSAS CITY (Mo.) May 1.—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt spent five hours in 
Kansas {ity today and later was the 
cuest of Kansas City. Kan., just 
across the State line, for two hours, 
leaving for the West at 4 o'clock in 
the afternoon. In the two cities, the 
President was drive ver a route fit- 
teen miles long, rev nearly .- 
000 schoo! children, Q speeches, 
one at Convention Halt before the 
greatest crowd that noted structure 
has ever held, and partook of a 
luncheon at the Baltimore Hotel as 
the guest of the Commercial Club of 
Kansas City. In the party here was 
Elihu Root. Secretary of War, who 
had joined the party at St. Louis at 
the express wish of the President. 

The reception given the President 
was intensely enthusiastic, and it is 
estimated that 100,600 persons, several 
thousand coming to town from sur- 
roundit& places, greeted him. The 
schools were closed, business generally 
was suspended, the Mayor having pro- 
claimed a holiday, end many res- 
dences and business houses Kere deco- 
rated. Never before had there been 
such a general desire on the part of 
the citizens to show their esteem for 
mn distinguished visitor. 

The Presidential party arrived in the 
city from St. Louis at 9:10 o'clock in 
the morning, and were met by a re- 
ception committee at Fiftecnth street 
and Askew Avenue, in the southeaste-n 
portion of the city, two miles from the 
business center. 

The reception at the train was beet 
and informal, five members of the 
committee, J. F. Richgrds and E. M. 
Clendenning, president and secretary 
respectively of the Gommercial Club; 
H, W. Evans, chairman of the Recep- 
tion Committee; Mayor J. A. Reed and 
Col, William R. Neison alone entering 
the private car of the President to 
greet him. 

There was a great crowd on hand, 
and it cheered from the moment the 
train hove in sight until the Presi- 
dent's carriage moved away for «@ 
drive a few minutes later, at the head 
of a long line of carriages. A detach- 
ment of mounted police, together with 
the Third Regiment, M.N.G,, whicn 
had just returned from St. Louis, acted 
as an escort. The route, starting from 
the train, took in five miles of Kan- 
sas City’s boulevard system. 

Passing first through the Paseo, a 
drive a mile in length, and almost a 
block wide, the President was greeted 
by over twenty thousand school chil- 
dren, white and black, from private 
and public schools, who stood seven 
deep on the grass plot between the 
two driveways and formed a line that 
extended for three blocks. 

When the President appeared, each of 
the children waved a tiny American 
flag, cheering the while, and finally, as 
the President passed, the thousands of 
voices broke forth singing America. 
In the bright sunlight the thousands 
of happy-faced children, backed by 
rows of residences, decorated and cov- 
ered with spectators, proved one of the 
most pleasing scenes of the day. 

After traversing Benton and Glad- 
stone boulevards, the party stoppe 
and viewed the landscape from Scar- 
rett Point, which overlooks the Mis- 
sour! River, 200 feet above that stream. 
Then the party was driven through 
the business section to Convention 
Hall, where the principal exercises of 
the day were held. The great hau 
was reached at a few minutes after 11 
o'clock.’ There the two sections of the 
reception committee were consolidat- 
ed. 

The decorations of the hall were 
profuse. Great flags were strung from 
the center to the sides of the stage. 
back of which, and raised to a height 
of twenty-five feet, was an immens 
golden Every foot of 
space in the hall, which has a seating 
capacity of 18,900, was occupied. As 
the President emerged onto the stage, 
the band started “The Star-Spangled 
Banner,” and the current was turned 
into two great electric flags that 
formed part of the ceiling decorationa. 


Instantly the crowd broke into tre- 
mendous cheering, while sixty Har-

vard graduates with®vigor gave their 
college cry, ending with the word 
“Roosevelt.” The graduates were seated 
in a body in the balcony, and wefe 
led in the cheering by three men who 
attended Harvard at the time the 
President was a st: dent there. 
Portions of the hall were set apart 
for Federal and Confederate soldiers, 
of whom there were 500; a body of the 
Daughters of the Revolution and the 
offices of the Third Regiment.

“RLUE AND THE GRAY.” 

The President spoke a word of greet- 
ting to his audience, and then grected 
specially the men who wore the Blue 
and those who wore the Gray. 

“I do not usually say anything about 
our being a reunited country.“ he 
said, “because it is not necessary. Of 
course we are a reunited country, and 
in every audience where I see a group 
of men wearing the button of the 
Grand Ar. va of the Republic, I am 
certain to find a group of men ready 
to cheer every allusion to the gallan- 
try of the men who wore the Fray. 
( Applause.) 

Taking the lessons taught by the sol- 
diers of the Civil War, the President 
discussed the question of good cit- 
izenship. 

-“In our complex relation of employed 
and employer,” he said, “of one class 
with another class, of one section with 
another section, we. can work out a 
really successful: result only if those 
interested will get together and make 
an honest effort each to understand 
his neighbor's viewpoint, and then an 
honest effort, each, while working for 
his own interests, to avoid working to 
the detriment of his neighbor. Wrong 
is wrong, just as much if it is done 
by the littl man to the big man as 
by the big man to the little man—to 
the capitalist by the wage worker, or 
to the wage worker by the capitalist. 
In the long run, wage worker and cap- 
italist will go down to common ruin 
if each does not honestly try to get on 
with justice to the other, and work out 
a scheme of action which shall be to 
their common advantage.” 

Shortly before noon a start was 
made for the Baltimore Hotel, where, 
after a brief reception in the parlors, a 
luncheon, perhaps the most elaborate 
ever given in Kansas City, was served. 
The decorations were striki 
tut, and Corsisted principally ot the 
national colors, flags being 
draped everywhere, and almost con- 
cealing the entire wail space. Above 
the President's chair was an electric

The luncheon over, the President, at 
1:45 o'clock, was delivered into the 
hands of a committee of the Mercantile 
Club of Kansas City, Kan,. and he be- 
came the guest of that city.

Club, presented to the President a large 
silk sunflower, and he was escorted to 
a carriage decorated with sunflowers 
and silken American flags! The other 
members of the party and the Recep- 
tion Committee entered carriages, and 


A company of the Fourth United 
States Cavalry, in command of Capt Ty- 
ree Rivers,-who was with the Pres- 
dent in Cuba, and a squad of mounted 
police acted as escort to the State 
line in the wholesale district of the 
west bottoms. As the party passed be- 
neath the bluffs overlooking the union 
depot, a Presidential salute was fired 
from cannon placed high above the 
procession. The arrival at the State 
line was announced by a steam whistle 
at a near-by packing-house. At this 
signal every Whistle in the city added 
its strength to the noise, and church 
bells everywhere were rung. As mad 
of mounted police from the Kansas me- 
tropolis gee the police from the 
Missouri sfde, and 250 mounted Stock- 
men fron? the stockvard« fell in line.

pioneers of long ago who came, one by 
one, to this then unknown land, and 
tried, among incor to 
rake it less unknown, to make it more 
productive’ and easier to reclaim for 
you, their distant inheritors. No one, 
am sure, will think it amiss that J. 
„ compatriot of theirs, and a repre- 
sentative of their country, recall at 
this day their efforts and express to- 
day's gratitude for yesterday's work. 
For they were hardy men, those chil- 
dren of distant France: they were 
plucky, enterprisine ahd courieeous;

After recalling the part played by 
France in the war for American in- 
dependence, M. Jusserand sald: 

“The treaty signed 100 vears and

tory: it dealt with territories larger 
than the empire pf Alexander; it fol- 
lowed no war, it was preceded by. no 
shedding of human blood its new pos- 
sessors got a "ce times more 
than they even thought of demand- 
ing, and the negotiations were so sim- 
ple. the good faith and mutual friend- 
shin so obvious, that all was con- 
cluded in a fortnight. The simplest 
protpcol of postal or sanitary regula- 


party found tts tnterest in the trans- 
action. hut something more than in- 
terest led the affair to a speedy con- 
clusion, and that was the deep-rooted 
sympathy of the French and Amer- 
ican nations. The French were simply 
continuing what they had begun: they 
had wished America to be free, and 
they were glad to think that she 
would de great. Money was paid, it 
is true. Had this been the main con- 
sideration. Loulsiana would have been 
preserved: for the money was not by 
far the enuivalent of the broad lands 
belonging to the state.

single sentence, the intimate feelings 
of the other three: ‘The treaties which 
we have ſust signed, said Living#tone. 
‘will cause not tears; they prepare 
centuries of happiness to innumerable 
generations of human beings: from 
this day the United States take their 
nge among the powers of the first 
rank.’ 

“Seeing the results, my countrymen 
have never ceased to approve of the 
treaty signed « hundred years „go., au 


norm du peuple Francais.’ The vear 
en is the third memorable date in 
the relations between France and 


America, la giving the United States, 
according to the words of your negotia- 
tor, their piace among the Zreatest 
powers in the world, 18% did nothing 
but perfect what had been gloriously 
begun in i778 and 1783. 

Follow ing the “Halleluj ih ‘ ‘horus” 
from “The Messiah.” which was given 
by the band, the Spanish Minister, 
Senor Don Emilio de Ofeda, spoke for 
Spain. He said: 

“If ever the engrossing consctousness 
of youp wonderful actual! prosperity, the 
eutirety of your life, make one of your 
strenucus citizens forget what you owe 
to your past, let him ascend the steps 
of your national Capitol; let him pause 
before iis majestic gates, and there he 
will-behoid, carved in bronze on the 
threshold of your proudest monuments, 
‘the effigies of the names of those Span- 
ish heroes who discovered. conquered 
and, pointed to you the way into which 
path you have so successfully followed. 

“As the representative of the nation 
whose ancient and honored flag was the 
first to be reflected in the majestic

Two years ago there was great 
confidence in Cuba that the United 
States intended to deal fairly with 
Cuba and keep the bargain known to 
have been made At the time of the ac- 
ceptance of the Platt amendment. Two 
winters have passed since then, and 
the Cuban reciprocity treaty has been 
so successfully pushed along into the 
future that now no one in Cuba exe 
pects it ever to be passed. 

It hardly needs to be added to this 
that the Cuban people and the Spanien 
residents in Cuba feel that they have 
been duped, and that Yankee shrewd-. 
ness has victimized them. There is a 
feeling. however, that there is still 
hope for the sugar industry from the 
expected removal of European bounties 
next winter. The recent shipment of a 
cargo of sugar direct from Cuba to 
England gives encouragement. With a 
Sicht increase in price, England may 
beecme a considerable purchaser 01 
Cuban sugar.

SAN FRANCISCO, May 1.—1Exclu- 
give Dispatch. ] J. Ross Clark, brother 
of United States Senator W. A. Clark 
of Montana, and Thomas E. Gibbon,

Tonight 1000 men met at Labor Tem- 
ple, called together by W. H. Bell, 
president of the Central Labor Union. 
He is anxious to settle the strike be- 
fore it has gone farther, and offered 
this proposition, which was turned 
down by the members of the Central 
Labor Union\so hard that there is no 
chance, he says, to resurrect it. 

He proposed: “A court of inquiry 
consisting of eleven bers, five to 
be selected by the ployers, five by 
the Central Labor Union, and the odd 
one by the ten named. The findings 
of this court to be final; all strikers to 
return to work at once, and wait until 
May 5 before further action, the ad- 
vanced scale asked for by the various 
unions to be effective from May 1.“ 

If the strike ia not settled soon it 
is-feared by conservative ones that se- 
rious trouble will come, as many of 
the strikers are already growing rest- 
less. The unsuccessful Union Pacific 
strikers are doing all in their power 
to keep up the agitation. 

DISSATISFIED EXCAVATORS. 
{BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.1 

NEW YORK, May 1.—The strikes of 
mechanics and laborers which hal been 
looked for today did not materialize to 
the extent that had been anticipated, 
though a great many men, including 
30,000 Italian excavators, are on strike. 
The agreement reached last night by 
the railroad officials and the marine 
engineers to submit their differences to 
arbitration put a stop to the general 
tie-up of all freight steamers in this 
vicinity. The only serious aspects in 
connection with the movement are the 
possible tie-up of towboats and barges 
which bring New York's ice supply, and 
the docking and taking to sea of the 
big ocean liners. 

The strike ordered by the teamsters' 
union last night has not as yet reached 
any proportions. 

Some 30,000 Italian excavators and 
rock men engaged on the subway an- 
swered the call for a strike by their 
leader today. They ask $2 a day for 
all men, experienced and inexperi- 
enced, while the contractors say they 
can pay this to experienced men only. 
The strikers paraded the streets, each 
waving an American flag. 

This strike practically put a stop to 
work on the subway, and also on exca- 
vations for new buildings. 

In the building trades there is not a 
strike to interfere with work, the only. 
trouble being that occasioned by the 
differences between the Amalgamated 
and Brotherhood carpenters. - 

LAUNDRY WORKERS rr.

These charges are made by Seymour 
W. Tulloch of New York, formerly 
Cashier of the city postoffice here. 
Tulloch was in 1900 by Post- 
Merritt. T charges were 
Printed in the Washington Post this 
mornings When Tulloch was dis- 
missed, he declared that his retire- 
ment was due to a series of protests 
he had made against the manner in 
which Postoffice Department officials 
were using the city postoffice for their 
Own purposes. Tulloch was cashier of 
the local postoffiice for twenty-one 


the First Assistant Postmaster-Gen- 
eral, who was then Perry Heath, to- 
gether with their political backers and 
participating friends, used the local 
postoffice as a dumping- ground for re- 
paying political favors, and got around 
the Civil-Service laws in various ways. 
He says this was true with regard 
to the purchase of supplies and the 
traveling expenses of departmental 
Officials.

This is the effect of the opinion given 
by Justice Clabaugh of the Circuit 
Court of the District of Columbia in 
the suit of Charles A. Dearnaud against 
Gen. F. C. Ainsworth, Chief of the 
Record and Pension Office of the War 
Department. Dearnaud sued for 680, 
000 damages because of statements 
made by Gen. Ainsworth in a report 
to Congress, alleging that the state- 
ments were libelous and actuated by 
malice. Dearnaud had been a persist- 
ent claimant before Congress on the 
assumption that he was employed as 
a military expert by Gen. Fremont in 
the first year of the Civil War, and 
that he furnished the information 
which led Gen. Grant to take posses- 
sion of Paducah, Ky. This, he asserts, 
led to the brilliant and effective cam- 
paign which Grant made in that re- 
gion. He has been a claimant before 
the courts and Congress for a pension, 
a medal of honor and for $100,000 in 
remuneration for his services to the 
government. 

Dearnaud secured a pension on t 
word of another soldier bearing a sim- 
Har name, but he has been defeated 
in his efforts to have Congresa recog- 
nine hie services. Numerous bills have 
been introduced for him, but they have 
been defeated. Reports were made by 
Gen. Ainsworth tending to show that 
Dearnaud was never m the military 
service in any capacity, but was a 
civilian spy and received $2000 in full 
payment for his services.

FIESTA WEEK.

Extraordinary, Precautions io 
Protect President. 

— — 
Agitators Plan Several Strikes 
for Monday Morning. 
— 
Threats from Biddle Disciples— 
Electric Systems and Restau- 
rants to Be Attacked.

Fiesta mischief planned by labor. 
union agitators is slated to break out 
early Monday morning with strikes of 
workers in several branches of in- 
dustry. 

In view of threats heard from the 
disciples of the Biddle-Hay-Gray gang 
of agitators extraordinary precautions 
will be taken to protect the President 
during his stay in Los Angeles. 

The union plotters have expressed the 
determination to tie up the city dur- 
ing the annual celebration and the 
presence of the Chief Executive here 
as the guest of the municipality. 
Though their effort to paralyze the 
street-car systems at such a critical 
failed completely, they have 
turned the attack on other trades al- 
most as vital to the success of the car- 
nival, the peace of the city and the 
safety of the distinguished guest. Con- 


certed agitation will be made 
by all the walking delegates 
in an effort to ruin the cele- 


bration and have as many men idle 
as possible during Fiesta.’ Probability 
of failure in paralyzing work necessary 
to the fete has made the trouble-mak- 
ers desperate, and there has been much 
talk of cutting wires and other deeda, 
of lawlessness, 

The danger caused by this campaign 
of union strike- promoters, Socialists 
and anarchists has caused the author- 
ities to make extensive preparations 
to guard the President, and every safe- 
guard will be provided for the nation’s 
chief. 

Most serious is threatened trouble 
among the electric linemen, it being 
positively known that the walking del- 
gates will attempt to induce the men 
to quit their jobs and cause stoppage 
of important work and dangerous dis- 
turbances beginning Monday morn- 
ing.. 

Second on the programme for public 
embarrassment and disgraceful ad- 
vertising of the city during Fiesta 
week is a strike of cooks and waiters 
in the hotels and restaurants, which 
the agitators have been striving for 
several days to bring about. Though 
they have apparently made little 
progress toward getting control of eat- 
house help, the rascals bave slated 
this class also to cease work on Mon- 
day morning. 

TO STOP ELECTRIC WORK. 

The agitators hope to call out enough 
linemen to hamper operations of th- 
Sunset Telephone Company, the Home 
Telephone Company and the San Ga- 
briel Electric Company. Called meet- 
inge of the lnemen's union, No. 61. 
were held at the Council of Labor Hall 
Thursday night and yesterday morn- 
ing. and the men harangued by the 
Jawsmiths who are urging the strike. 
An attempt was made to keep the mat 
ter quiet, especially the date of t 
walk-out, but it is positively known 
that the present plan of the plotters 
is to precipitate the trouble with the 
opening of Fiesta week. With the 
electrical parade, the extensive public 
and private electrical decorations and 
repair work, an unexpected walk-out 
would certainly cause trouble during 
the week. 

Officers of the three companies 
threatened have received knowledge of 
the plot, but state their belief that the 
agitators will be unable to induce any 
considerable number of their men to 
leave good positions and throw down 
their employers at such àa critical 
time. No demand has been made, and 
the only excuse possible would be 
sympathy for the helpers, a small num- 
ber of whom went on strike a few days 
ago. 

AFTER EATING-HOUSBES. 

Two male agitators were very busy 
trying to sign waitresses in several 
downtown restaurants yesterday, but 
in most places they were unsuccessful, 
At the Natick House the waitresses 
were intercepted as they went to their 
rooms across First street, and urged 
to get into line for a general strike, 
but they only laughed at the jaw- 
siniths. Later the same men were 
prowling around at at the kitchen en- 
trance on the alley, but when Proprie- 
tor G. W. Hart went out with the 
avowed determination of kicking the 
disturbers off from his property, the 
two men sneaked away up the alley 
like whipped curs. 

In “other places the agitators ap- 
peared, but employés and employers 
gave them little encouragement. The 
Scuthern California Waiters’ Associa- 
tion, which organization has a large 
membership and comprises the best 
men in the business here, is founded 
on principles opposed to strikes and 
boycotts. This organization has up- 
stairs club headquarters on Second, 
near Main street, and is in a position 
to relleve any small strike. 

REDONDO TROUBLE. 

About forty laborers on construction 
work on the Los Angeles-Redondo 
Electric Railway near the ocean end 
of the line quit work yesterday. The 
company refused to grant a dem 
from the men for an increase from $175 
to $2 a day. Work proceeded through-

eit the day with a reduced force, and 
as some of the strikers declared their 
desire to return and fresh laborers will 
be sent down today, it is not thought 
there will be any inconvenience after 
today. The local workingmen's com- 
mittee“ immediately issued boycotting 
dodgers for distribution, asking broth- 
er workingmen to keep away from Re- 
doendo. 

The wharf laborers of the Redondo 
Improvement Company presented an ul- 
timatum about a month ago demanding 
an increase in wages after May 1. The 
men were informed that the company 
was unable to grant the increase for 
handling lumber, on account of the 
close margin on that kind of freight. 
An increase will probably be grahted 
in pay for handling general merchan- 
dise, and the matter be amicably set- 
tled on that compromise basis. 

IRON WORKERS QUIT AGAIN. 

Structural iron work was interrupted 
again yesterday on the Union Trust 
and the Hellman skyscrapers at 
Fourth and Spring streets by a strike 
wf between fifteen and twenty em- 
ployés of the Baker and Liewllyn iron 
works. The same men quit work @ 
week ago, after demanding an eight- 
hour day, an increase in wages, @1xri 
recognition of the union. Though tre 
employers firmly refused to accede to 
the demands, most of the mena re- 
turned to their work, and the union 
organs announced a victory.“ 

This was the result of a misunder- 
atanding. probably deliberate on the 
part of the union Llewellyn 
Bros., have the contract for the 
Hellman building. on the northeast 
eorner, finished the work of installing 
the base, and sublet the job of raising 
ihe twglve stories above to Daniels of 
Chicago. Daniels brought here a gang 
of expert structural iron workers, who 
received high salarics and worked eight 
hours. When Lleuellyn's men started in 
helping the Chicago workers install ma- 
terial the latter worked the nine hours 
to accord with existing local conditions 
and made no objection. The local men 
assumed to believe they would receive 
—_ and a half for the extra hour. and 
urmounced that the union had won its 
point. The employers quickly corrected 
this, stating they had no idea of pay- 
ing the overtime or ever récognizing 
the union. So an appeal was made to 
the Chicago men, on the ground of dis- 
crimination. After telegraphing back to 
their home union, the eastern workers 
decided yesterday to strike, and the 
local workers joined in and went out 
a second time. 

The employers say that they win 
never recognize the union or concede 
the demands. They had just reduced 
working hours, establishing a general 
nine-hour day for all classes of men. 
They declare there is no comparison or 
common cause between the two classes 
of men who struck, as any one of the 
visiting experts is worth three of the 
local men, the latter never having con- 
structed buildings such as the two new 
skyscrapers. The emplovers purpose 
to go right along regardiess of the 
strikers, as it hanpens, the erection of 
derricks and other intervening jobs 
will occupy them until other workers 
can be secured.

BADLY RATTLED.

THEIR LATEST LYING CIRCULAR 
_ AGAINST MERCHANTS. 
: — — 
Trade Drawn to Hamburger's Store by 
Cowardly and Insulting Documents. 
Clever Way in Which the People’s 
Store Profited by Alleged “Boycott.” 


‘Cholo Organizer Biddic, Foreign Boy- 
cotter Hay and Whife-deserter Rogers, 
the cowardly and lying boycotting trio, 
have taken fright at the rising tide of 
public indignation over their despica- 
ble deeds. 

They have just issued a recon- 
structed boycotting circular against 
Hamburger's, from which insulting 
personal allusion and several of the 
boomerang lies have been eliminated. 
‘The method of the cowardly boy- 
cotters was to secure the names of 
patrons of Hamburger’s by spying on 
shipments, or following the delivery 
Wagons. Then, from safe seclusion 
of their office the cowardly meddlers 
would address a personal communica- 
tion to the lady patron, asking that 
she cease trading at Hamburger’'s. 

From these insulting missives the 


boycotters received a flood of answer- 


ing rebukes from women, that would 
shame anybody but the hardened crim- 
inal. These warm letters from women 
patrons have been published from day 


to day in the Hamburger advertise 


ments. At last one indignant woman 
who knew her rights warned the pre- 
sumptuous boycotters that if she were 
again insulted, she would turn the let- 
ter over to the postoffice authorities, 
and prosecute the matter in the Fed- 
eral courts. 

This warning, together with the very 
evident public hostility, has caused the 
agitators to amend and temper their 
circulars. The cowardly hypocrites 
who have paraded under the cloak of 
humanitarianism have not dared to 
approach the housewives in person, for 
fear of chastisement at the hands of 
irate husbands, brothers or fathers, but 
they have employed women canvass- 
ers to make their house-to-house can- 
Lass against Hamburger’s. The ma- 
licious and lying statements that have 
necessarily been eliminated from the 
circulars will therefore be purveyed by 
hired female agents henceforth. 

In the new circular the line “hoping 
you will consider this in the spirit in 
which it is written” is omitted, and the 
note closes simply: “Ten thousand 
working men and working women sin- 
cerely request that you do not trade at 
Hambuger's.” This last statement is 
ridiculously false, for the unions do not 
now have a membership of one-half 
10,000 in this city, and, moreover, no 
considerable portion of the union peo- 
ple indorse the malicious and vain 
movement of the Biddle-Hay-Rogers 
cliave against Hambursger's. 

The lies in the new circular concern 
conditions in the Hamburger store and 
employment of children. The case of 
the infliction of a fine for violating 
the child-labor statute, because of 
Cashboy Martin Lahey working a 
few minutes overtime, has been fur- 
ther distorted and misrepresented. 

The fact is that the company wasne-- 
er convicted of cruelty, and was fined 
for a technical violation of the statute. 
Out of pure spite and malice the union 
meddiers took Lahey into court to 
testify that he had worked more than 
the fifty-four hours a week provided 
by law, having been unavoidably de- 
tained through inability to make 
change when delivering a bundle. The 
agitators waylaid and seduced the boy, 
prosecuting the matter in court to 
make capital. Lahey made a detailed 
signed statement of the affair, in which 
he showed that there Was no cruelty 
or mistreatment by his employers, and 
that he had been deliberately misled 
by the unscrupulous agitators. La- 
hey’s statement closed as follows: 1 
told those men (the agitators) that my 


job at Hamburger's was O.K., and that 


I did not have to work very hard, and 
that I liked to work at Hamburger's.” 

The Hamburgers have further brand- 
ed the malicious falsehood that chil- 
dren have becn mistreated by issuing 
the following offer and invitation: 
“We will give $1000 in cash to any 
charitable organization in Los Angeies 
for any just cause of complaint by any 
child employed in the Hamburger store 
ave trestment ef him ar her.

‘the Pleasonton Hotel. 


further extend a general invitation to 
any society or individual to visit our 
store and interview any or all of our 
employés, and ask them personally 
how they are treated at Hamburger's. 
We leave it entirely to our own peo- 
ple to controvert and disprove every 
lie being uttered by Hay, Biddle, Rog- 
ers, and their emissaries. 

The five hundred or more employés 
of Hamburger's are happy and con- 
tented, and have themselves taken oc- 


casion to resent the misrepresentations 
of the firm’s boycotting enemies. Re- 


cently the hours were shortened, the 


store closing at 5:30 instead of 6 
o'clock, and last summer each one of 
the army of workers was given a 
week's vacation at full pay. 


These 


acts were voluntary on the part of the 
employers, and in appreciation thereof, 


the employés sent in a signed testimo- 
nial of thanks. There are about fifty 
cash boys and girls, and though there 
is continually a great demand for such 
help in the stores of Los Angeles, many 
of them have been in the service of the 
firm for from one to three years. This 
disproves the charge of cruelty and 
mistreatment. 

The true and only cause of the boy- 
cott of Hamburger s. and the injustice 
of it, is shown in the following state- 
ment by the firm, under the headlines: 
“Why we are boycotted—Because we 
advertise in The Times. A simple an- 
swer and a true one. As the public 
knows, every + other firm in Los An- 
geles advertises in The Times. And 
why? Because they get results and 
that is why any merchant spends his 
money in advertising. But because 
Hamburger's is the greatest advertis- 
er in The Times, the trouble makers 
of the Typographical! Union and Coun- 
cil of Labor. have the insane idea that 
if we would no longer give business to 
The Times then other merchants would 
stay out and thus The Timés would be 
coerced into settling some differences 
supposed to exist between that paper 
and the Typographical Union. But 
unfortunately for all their calculations 
we have the American spirit to attend 
to- our own business and spend our 
money as we see fit, nor will we inter- 
tere in The Times business. We -et re- 
sults by advertising in The Times, and 
no intimidation by an unscrupulous lot 
of boycotters who are too cowardly to 
come out in the open but shield them- 
selves behind women's skirts can 
have any effect on our methods or in- 
jure our business. None but curs 
would send women on a house to house 
canvass to advance their dirty work; 
for should they attempt it themselves 
they are absolutely certain of getting 
kicked into the street.” 

The Hamburger store furnishes an- 
other example of the fact that “it 


pays to be boycotted,” and knowledge 


of this has worked the impotent union- 
ists into furious hatred of the indepen- 
dent merchants who defy their inso- 
lent dictation. The Hamburgers prove 
that the boycott has “boosted their 
business, a detailed statement show- 
ing a gain of 29.85 per cent. in trade 
for the month of February, after the 
movement had been in progress over 
a year, in excess of the trade for the 
saine month the year before the at- 
tack was inaugurated. 

The Hamburgers caused the boycot- 
ting circulara to rebound on their au- 
thors with double force by offering a 
premium discount. for every Dill 
goods purchased by holders of a boy- 
cott letter. Several hundred of the 
circulars have been cashed in at prices 


of from 25 cents to $75, according to 
the mount of the purchase, many of 
the les being new trade which the 


boycotters thus brought to their store. 
One stranger was attracted to the store 
by receiving one of the boycott papers, 
and spent $700 in furnishings for a new 
apartment house, his discount because 
of ssion of the letter amounting, 
to 875. 

With such sentiment abroad the Bid- 
die-Hay-Rogers-Gray outfit have good

OBITUARY. 
ANTEL T. HEDGES 
SUDDENLY PASSES AWAY. 


ONE-TIME PROMOTER OF MANY 
VAST ENTERPRISES. 


— — 
Companies in Which He Was Leading 
Spirit Failed in Panic of Ten Years 
Ago With Liabilities Aggregsting 
Twenty Million Dollars.

SAN FRANCISCO, May 1—The 
sudden death of Daniel T. Hed- 
ges, formerly a promoter and million- 
aire of Sioux City. was reported to 
the Coroner last night. An autopsy 
showed that death was due to val- 
vular disease of the heart. The lungs 
were normal. The deceased was 65 
years old and leaves a widow and 
three adult sons. ° 

Ten years ago Daniel T., Hedges 
was a promoter of syndicates in 
Sioux City and other Eastern cities. 
His companies were organized for the 
building of railroads, street-car sys- 
tems and packing houses, and car- 
ried on a large number of enterpprises 
involving immense sums of money. 
The Union Loan and Trust Company 
of Sioux City was the financial en- 
gineer of the syndicates floated by 
Hedges, and in April, 1893, i failed 
with liabilities aggregating $7,000,000. 
A few days after the collapse of the 
bank the fallure of Hedges was an- 
nounced, his liabilities being n tie 
neighborhood of two millions. 

Failure after failure followed the 
collapse of the bank and the personal 
failure of Hedges, one syndicate after 
another announcing that it could net 
meet its obligations. Among the com- 
panies forced to the wall were he fol- 
lowing: The Union Stock yards Com- 
the Sioux City and Northern 

City, O'Neill and 
Western Rallroad, 
Ratiroad 
Company, and a number of other con- 
cerns. The failures immediately con- 
nected with operations of Hedges’s 
syndicates aggregated liabilities in the 
neighborhood of twenty millions. 

After the failure of his gigantic en- 
terprises Hedges came to this State, 
and engaged in further promoting 
schemes but in a small and not very 
successful way, his attempts to boom 
certain mines and real estate p a 
tions not meeting with the financtal 
responses which were accorded his 
Eastern ventures. It is repoprted that 
he died comparatively poor.

Agents of what is reputed to be an 
independent lighting company seeking 
to invade the local field are in Los An- 
eles and for the first time in several 
years there is a prospect of competi- 
tion for the street-lighting contract At 
the last session the State Legislature 
Pepealied the law limiting the term of 
municip@i lighting contracts to one 
year and enterprising capitalists be- 
lieve they see in the new order of things 
en excellent opportunity to start an 
independent company. 

Members of the Council have been 
asked to declare their policy with ref- 
erence. to the lighting contract by the 
representatives of these capitalists. One 
of the conditions which the proposed 
new company would impose is that the 
lighting contract shall be let for a pe- 
riod of five years. If that is done the 
agents here assure the Council that 
their backers will construct an inde- 
‘pendent plant. 

Evidence is not lacking that some of 


. the men interested in the new enter- 


prise are connected with the Spreckels 
Independent Gas and Power Company 
of San Francisco, which has been at 
be with the San Francisco)jassociates 

the Los Angeles Lighting Company, 
‘itis said. Whether the Spreckels ¢om- 
pany or merely individual members of 
the corporation are interested in the 


venture the Councilmen who 
ve been approached declare is un- 


Known to them. 
Some time ago the rumor went the 
rounds that the Spreckels company 
would build a lighting plant in South- 
ern California. Two men, said to rep- 
resent the corporation, spent two days 
at the Van Nuys Hotel and about a 
week in traveling about the county 
nearly a month ago. What was the 
nature of their mission could not then 
be learned, but in the light of subse- 
quent developments it appears that 
they were charged to report to the San 
Francisco company what opportunity 
there was to in@tall an independent 
Want in the vicinity of Las Angeles.

Although yesterday was pay-day at 
the City Hall, and “Uncle Billy” Work- 
man handed out over $40,009 to @ string 
of bluecoats and other municipal em- 
ployés, a few familiar faces were 
missed in the line, and the luster cf 
several police stars was for the nonce 
dimmed by a cloud of sorrow. 

Incidentally, the Civil Service Com- 
mission proved beyond all doubt that 
it will not be stepped on, even by the 
Police Commission with Mayor Snyder 
at the head. There were no salary de- 
mands at the Auditor's office for the 
men who have been promoted or de- 
rated by the Police Commission, as the 
charter provides that certificates shall 
be furnished the Auditor before the 
payment of demands to men included 
in the classified civil service, and cer- 
tificates for some employés were not 
forthcoming from the Civil Service 
Commission. 

A typewritten list of the unfortunates 
hung over the Auditor's desk, and 
when the men called they were in- 
formed that pay-day for them had not 
arrived, Some of the bluecoats did not 
seem to like the idea of promotion 
solely for the added honor and glory.

PERMIT REQUIRED. 

NEW ORDINANCE PROPOSED. 

At the session of the Committee on 
Legisiation yesterday morning it was 
decided to recommend the adoption of 
an ordinance requiring poolrooms, bil- 
liard-rooms, shooting galleries and 
bowling alleys to close at 1 o'clock 
a.m.

In the Police Court she gave a con- 
fected story of her week's wanderings 
which it teok her fifteen minutes to 
recite, and it did not lack in detail. 
She had fallen In with another giri 
considerably older than herself, and 
had occupied rooms from New Hip 
to Tenth and Main streets.

To the present day, in the East 
from Turkey to China, it is a common, 
almost universal practice, to scourge 
or torture an accused persen before 
trial, in order to extract a confession. 
In China the witnesses, too, are ex- 
posed to this savage treatment. It was 
the same among the Romans. Scourg- 
ing was the mildest form of this ex- 
amination. Provincials and subject 
races had no protection, but Roman 
citizens were specially exempt, by re- 
peated enactments, from the applica- 
tion of torture before conviction. Nor 
was it allowd to bind a Roman citizen, 
as Paul here was by thongs or mana- 
cles. He might only be chained by his 
right wrist to a soldier's left hand. 
This was called military custody, and 
was not considered to imply disgrace, 
but to fasten him with two chains was 
a breach of the privileges of citizen- 
ship. Any such breach would expose 
the officer or magistrate committing 
it to the heaviest penalties, while it 
was certain death for any one falsely 
to claim the rights of citizenship.—

What authority, if any, Wilson had to 
thus constitute the American Loan & 
Trust Company a preferred creditor-in- 
charge, does not appear: but the fact 
remains that on Thursday afternoon 
Tepresentative of that company su- 
tended the removal of everything 
the Hollywood Adjustment Com- 
y's offices to a van in waiting at the 
curb. The furniture, which is said 
to have cost between $1000 and $1200, 
Was taken to Curtis C. Colyear's sec- 
Ond-hand store, No. 332 South Main 
Street, and there sold to Colyear for

One statement is made 
by a representative of the American 
Loan and Trust Company, and the 
other by General Manager R. D. Rob- 
inson of the American Bond Company, 
WILSON WAS TERRORIZED. 

The former's statement is, in sub- 
stance, as follows: Robinson was in 
control of the board of directors of the 
American Bond Company, nurabering 
seven, Robinson and Wilson each be- 
ing a director. Wilson desired to 
wrench from Robinson the control of 
the board, and with this object in view 
succeeded in quietly buying up thirty- 
two shares of the incorporated stock, 
only sixty-three being outstanding. 
This gave him one share the majority 
holding. and at the next annual meet- 
ing of the company, which will be held 
June 2, he would elect four out of the 
seven directors. The possession of a 
certain $16,000, in deposit in one of the 
local banks, is given as the motive 
for Wilson's desire to gain @ontrol of 
the board of directors. This statement, 
however, has not yet been confirmed. 

Still quoting from the representative 
of the American Loan and Trust Com- 
pany, Robinson was determined to re- 
tain the control of the directorate, and 
began a rigid investigation into Wil- 
son's conduct as secretary. He found 
Wilson to be short $720 in his accounts, 
and charged him with that shortage 
last Tuesday. Wilson confessed the 
truth of the accusation, and Robinson 
and other officers of the company gave 
him ten days in which to settle, and 
then withdraw from the businss. The 
tame night Robinson served notice on 
Wilson that unless he produced the 
$720 by 3 o'clock of the following day 
(Wednesday) a warrant charging him 
with embezzlement would be sworn to. 
This appears to have thrown Wilson 
into a paroxym. He succeeded in pro- 
ducing $600, then took flight. because 
he could not raise the $120 balance and 
in order to escape the disgrace and 
humiliation of arrest. 

At 2:30 o'clock Wednesday afternoon 
Wilson appeared at the offices of the 
American Loan and Trust Company, 
signed a new bill of sale to the furni- 
ture and contents of the Hollywood 
Adjustment Company's offices—so that 
it could be recorded: and it was re- 
corded—and announced that he was 
going to “skip.” He was advised to 
Stay and face his tfoubles, but the 
man appeared to be in terror, and 
would not listen to advice. 

Wilson secreted himself until the fol- 
lowing evening. when, at 8 o'clock, 
he started on his novel flight by auto- 
mobile to Mexico. The details of the 
flight had been arranged that day. 
The automobile belongs to a member 
of one of the most prominent business 
firms of this city, and the owner him- 
self acted as chauffeur, driving the ma- 
chine the distance of the 120-odd miles 
to Tia Juana, just across the line into 
Mexico. From Tia Juana Wilson 
drove to Guadalupe rancho, where he 
now is. His wife remains at the house 
on West Twentieth street where for 
some time past she and her husband 
have been boardinz. She is ill, recent- 
ly having undergone a serious surgical 
operation. During Wilson’s absence 
Mrs. Wilson is beine looked out for by 
members of the business firm previous- 
ly referred to. 82 


“WILSON OWFS US NOTHING.” 


Opposed to the statement of the 
Americag Loan and ‘Trust Com- 
pany’s representative is the follow- 
ing statement givus to a Times 
man last night by A D. Robinson, the

“Wilson owes us nothing. He never 
at any time owed the company $720, or 
any similar amount.

I do not know why 
he has jumped the town, unless it is 
in order to escape the consequences of 
several bogus checks which, I am in- 
formed, he had cashed around town. 
His conduct as an officer of the Amer- 
ican Bond Company, and his condu t 
in other business connections was such 
that the company could not afford to 
have him longer in its service.

He did not 
acquire thirty-two shares of the cap- 
ital stock of the American Bond Com. 
pany. I hold that mafority stock my- 
self. The largest holding Wilson had 
was one share. He was made director 
of the company because he had aesist- 
ed in promoting the company, and was« 
looked upon as a shrewd and capable 
man for such an office. The American 
Bond Company is not affected, finan-

IMPORTANT WORK FOR LEHR AT 
ST. LOUIS SHOW. 


He Will Construct Decorated Pavilion | 
for Manufacturers—Won the Honor 
After a Sharp Contest With Able 
Competitors. 


Wilfred Lehr, a young Los Angeles 
artist, has just been called to the 
Louisiana Purchase Exhibition to su- 
perintend some decorative work to be 
done by private exhibitors at that 
great show. 

This place was gained by Mr. Lehr 
after a hard competition with 149 other 
art students, coming from all parts 
of the United States, seven of them 
being graduates of European universi- 
ties. In addition Lehr is one of the 
youngest of those trying, being 24 years 
of age. 8 

The winner is a student of Amert- 
can schools exclusively, and got the 
most of his training from the Chicago 
Art Institute, which he has attended 
for some years. 

He was born and raised in Los An- 
geles, his parents during his childhood 
living on a smali ranch in the old Har- 
per tract, the same territory which is 
now a well-settled district and ultra- 
fashionable among the smarter set. 
When the boy was about 15 years of 
age his father and mother moved to 
Honolulu, where the elder Lehr went 
into business, leaving the son at 
school and in charge of an aunt, Mrs. 
Bordman H. Wilson, who lives at Long 
Beach, and whom he has come to see 
on his present trip. 

Lehr became a pupil in charcoal 
sketching here eight years ago, being 
then under the tutelage of A. H, 
Smith and others of the first art teach- 
ers of this community. He made rapid 
progress, but did not develop abnor- 
mally in any way, and was a bright 
scholar in the public schools, after- 
ward attending the State Normal 
school, where he fully fitted himeeif 
for the position of teacher, not having 
made up his mind to pursue art as a 
career. 

In the spring of 1898 he went East, 
and since that time has been studying 
continuously, being in New York, Chi- 
cago, Philadelphia and New Orleans, 
and having the instruction of some 
of the foremost masters of the worl«. 
He has not yet taken any “European 
trip“ for the completion of his stud- 
les, and does not intend to do so— 
at least not at present,

Mr. Lehr said yesterday: “A firm of 
iron manufacturers, comprising’ in 
fact most of the big men outside the 
United States Steel Corporation, are 
going to make a big manufacturing ex- 
hibit jointly at the great fair, and they 
desire a special pavilion, elaborately. 
worked out in frieze and de- 
signs to show their stuff off. 

“They sent out notices of this to 
many of the schools, and I conceived 
the idea of trying for the prize. The 
work will be mostly in mural decora- 
ion ana sculpture, and as this is my 
specialty I have been enthusiastically 
toiling at the plaster casts and draw- 
ing for the last three months in my 
Chicago home. 

“I sent them in with but a faint 
trace of hope, and I was immensely 


won. with such hard competition 
against me. No, it doegn’t mean s0 
except the as- 
surance of a very comfortable living 
for a while, and it won't be as huge 
an advertisement as though it were 
a public work, but it will help me a 
lot just the same. 

“After the fair is over I mean to 
come to Los Angeles and make my per- 
manent home. I am ti of wander- 
ing around, and this spot seems a very 
heaven to me, after all the cold and 
dreariness of so many eastern win- 
ters. Then above all there is the art 
environment. My father and mother 
will eventually come back from Hono. 
lulu. as the business undertaking for 
which they started is now established 
on a permanent basis, and in good 
shape to leave. ; 

“I make a specialty of sculpture. I 
began to study painting, but eventual- 
ly I drifted into mere black and white 
work, and from that to modeling clay 
exclusively was a short path. I think 
a young artist has more of a field in 
sculpture now, in these days when ev. 
erybody dabbles in water colors and 
olls.“ 

Mr. Lehr leaves after Nesta for 
San Francisco, whence he will sail for 
Honolulu, there to nd the summer 
with his parents. e is due at St. 
Louis to begin his exposition work in
